War Department Plans to Pre- 
vent Organization of Regi- 
ments Lacking Permanency. 


FEDERAL, NOT STATE DUTY 


Exceptions Made Where It Is 
Necessary to Enlarge Pres- 
ent Guard Establishment. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—Plans for 
the national guard were definitely out- 
lined today by the War Department. 

Adjutant-Generals of the states have 
been informed that no new units of the 


guard will be recognized except such 
special forces as may be necessary to 
complete divisional organization of the 
present establishment and those which 
have armories or have been recruited in 
definite localities and have other indi- 
cations of “probable permanency.”’ 

The purpose of the department is to 
prevent organization of purely volunteer 
regiments under the guise of national 
guard units and which would not, in all 
Probability, last beyond the duration of 
the war. 

An official circular issued today points 
out that the present emergency is one 
which cannot be met by the regular 
forces and the national guard alone, and 
adds that the existing law does not 
contemplate that the Federal Govern- 
ment shall call on the states to form 
more guard troops in order that they 
may be called into the Federal serv- 
Ice.“ 

“The laws,” the circular continues, 
placed this responsibility of organizing 
more troops for strictly Federal use 
upon the Federal Government, where it 
properly belongs. Both from the stand- 
point of justice to the state and of effi- 
ciency of the forces, the Federal Gov- 
ernment should have the duty and re- 
sponsibility of organizing all forces ad- 
ditional to the national guard after the 
guard has been called into the United 
States service.“ 


VISITOR PROVES HIS HONESTY 
‘TO_STRANGER AT. COST_OF.$86. 


Denies Having Found Purse, Insists 
on Being Searched, and Later 
Finds Money Gone.

should have the authorization to raise 
such a division to be sent as part of an 
expeditionary force to France at an 
early moment. 

»The division, and myself, of course, 
would be put under the command of 
whoever was at the head of the expe- 
citionary force. As I have said, I wished 
to lay the plans for the division in de- 
tall before the President. 

The President received me with the 
ut most courtesy and consideration and 
doubtless in his own due time will come 
tc a decision in connection with the di 
Vision.”’ 

After announcing his intention of 
seeing Daniel Willard, chairman of 
the Advisory Committee of the Na- 
tional Defense Council, and congres- 
sional leaders, the former President 
made a brief statement to explain 
his position toward universal trajn- 
ing.

Hé 
will take advantage, he said, of offers 
from bankers and others to give free aid

dition the Secretary will seek the aid of 

banking institutions and governmental 
agencies in floating the issue.

“The American liner New York struck 
a mine at 7:40 p. m. yesterday, five miles 
off Liverpool Bar.

Vessel proceeded under het 
own steam and is now (1 o'clock this 
morning) entering her dock.“ 

The New York carried 58 passengers.

AMERICAN SHiP

WILL BE ISSUE 


Agricultural Experts to Ask Con- 
gress for National Committee 
on Organization. 


Agricultural experts of the United 
States, in conterence with Secretary 
Houston of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, at the Jefferson Hotel today, are 
drafting resolutiohé intended to arouse 
the nation to the importance of making 


extraordinary efforts to increase farm 
production to meet the emergency cre- 
ated by the United States joining in the 
European war. 

Committees on production and labor, 
@istribution, organization and economy 
completed their reports this morning and ) 
submitted- them to a committee of 1 
headed by Seeretary Houston. The re- 
ports as finally agreed upon were sub- 
mitted to a general session of the con- 
ference, which met at 10:30 a. m. 

No advance information was given out 
as to the nature of the resolutions. It 
is known, however, that Congress will 
be asked to create a National Commit- 
tee on Organization, with power to fix 
prices for farm products, and perhaps 
also wages of farm labor. 

Division of Opinion. 

There was some doubt as to whether 
a resolution asking Congress to pass 
direct legislation fixing minimum prices 
for farm products and minimum wages 
for labor should be adopted. One sec- 
tion of the conference very strongly 
favored making a call upon Congress 
to pass such a law immediately, while 
another thought the time was not ripe 
for such radical legislation. 

Those who thought that Congress 
should not be asked to act now, were 
agreed, however, that Congress ought 
to create a national committee on or- 
ganization with very broad powers. If 
such a committee should be created, 
with power to fix farm produce prices, 
it could act when it felt that the time 
had come for the Government to control 
prices.

World Seemed Red. 


From the moment the great crater 


erupted along the horizon the wortd 
seemed red. Under the glare of the 
exploding mines, which had been dug 
under the enemy lines and out under 
the shells, could be seen the British sol- 
diers trudging—trudging across No 
Man’s Land to a hand-to-hand en- 
counter with the Germans. They 
moved close behind the protecting 
shell curtain/sent up by their guns. 

As this barrier fire moved forward 
the men kept pace. It will ever be 
an amazing feature of this war, the 
absolutely cold valor with which the 
men go into action. Never the old 
shouting or the impulsive rush to vic- 
tory—just a slow, deliberate trudge, 
not moré than two or three men 
grouped and each silent, with his own 
thoughts until actual fighting with 
the hitherto unseen foe begins. Then 
it is a quick surrender, a shot or a 
bayonet thrust, and the attacking 
wave moves on. 

The coming of day changed the 
magic picture of night completely 
and with almost naked suddenness.

ALLIES DO NOT 


EXPECT U. S ARMY 


AT FRONT TILL FALL 


London Times’ Military Cor- 
respondent Says They Realize 
Training Requires Months. 


LONDON, April 10.—The Times’ mil- 


itary correspondent, discussing Ameri- 
can participation in the war, heartily 
indorses the apparent intentions of the 
American Government to use the regular 
army and the national guard as a nu- 
cleus for the formation of a national 


army. He recalls what a serious disad- 
vantage it was to Great Britain to be 
compelled to throw her regular forces 
into the fighting line in 1914 because of 
France’s urgent need of help. 

“If the United States,“ he says, cares 
to send a regiment or two to London or 
Rome to affirm the solidarity of the al- 
lied cause, it would be a graceful and 
rightly appreciated act. But this war is 
@ very serious business, and, for the 
national army which America proposes 
to create, the whole of her existing pro- 
fessional army is little enough. We 


shall not misunderstand American ac- |. 


tion in the least if we have to wait some 
months until her first divisions, well 
equipped and thoroughly trained, make 
their appearance in France. 

Hastily formed and untrained levies 
are useless. Our new armies in 
1914 took nine months in forming before 
the first division had arrived in France 
and this division took three months more 
to harden in trench warfare before it 
could safely engage in a great attack. 
America may be able to curtail these 
periods and send over a few divisions 
this autumn, but it will hardly be this 
year that America is adequately repre- 
sented on the battlefield. Germany cer- 
tainly reckoned on this delay when she 
deliberately preferred the hostility of 
the United States to abandonment of 
ruthless submarine warfare.’’ 

The writer emphasizes the necessity 
of systematic training of officers and 
points out that the experience of the 
allies has been that this is best done at 
the seat of war. He continues: 


“Every facility will certainly be ac- 
corded by the allies if America takes 
this hint from our experience and sends 
batch after batch of officers to be 
trained in our schools or similar schools 
to be established by the American army. 
„ * We fully expect that American 
scierfce and invention will teach the 
United States a great deal when the 
Stars and Stripes comes over the water, 
but meanwhile elementary professional 
education of all ranks is as much a ne- 
cessity to the American army as it has 
been and still is to ours.“ 


The correspondent concludes by in- 
sisting oh the necessity of countering 
the submarine menace before everything 
else in order to close the Atlantic for 
the passing of the American army and 
supplies. 

To this task, he concludes, the 
skill and value of the American and al- 
lied navies must be uninterruptedly de- 
voted.”’

ANNAMITE SOLDIERS

Strangled Unpopular Compatriot to 
Death in Military Camp in Bil- 
lancourt, France, 
BILLANCOURT, Department of the 
Seine, France, March 27.—Seven An- 
namites of the Colonial Corps stationed 
here have just been sentenced to pen- 
alties ranging from a year’s imprison- 
ment to death for taking the life of 
Nguyen Van Lock, one of their com- 

rades, in Indo-Chinese fashion. 

Van Lock, the only Annamite soldier 
here who spoke French, was unpopu- 
lar with his compatriots, who accused 
him of brutality, cheating at cards, and 
usury; he lent them small sums at 100 
per cent interest, they claimed.

PRISON CAMP 9055 TRAINED 
TO BITE BRITISH, SAYS GERARD 


Tells Also of Seeing German Boys 
Shoot Nalil-Tipped Arrows 
at Prisoners. 

NEW YORK, April 10.—James W. 
Gerard, the former Ambassador to Ber- 
lin, at the dinner of the Canadian Club 
last night, said: 

„J have seen small boys, with German 
simplicity and kindness, march about 
prison camps armed with bows and ar- 
rows and shoot arrows tipped with nails 
at the prisoners. At another camp they 
nad trained German sheep dogs to bite 
the British, and when the guards went 
through the camp they took the trained 
dogs with them, and it was seldom that 
they failed to bite British soldiers.’’ The 
commandant of this camp was removed 
upon complaint of Gerard. 

„Another time there was typhus fever 
in a camp where Russians were in- 
terned. Saying that all the allies should 
stick together, the Germans placed En- 
glish and French prisoners with the 
Russians in the typhus camp, thus con- 
demning numbers of them to certain 
death.“ 

Gerard told how the inhabitants of a 
Northern German town were imprisoned 
because they had given food and drink 
to a trainload of Canadian war prisoners 
who were starving and half dead with 


thirst.

WAR WITH AUSTRIA 
S BELIEVED T0 BE 
ALMOST CERTAIN 


It Will Not Be Forced by U. S, 
However, Except for An 
Overt Act. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 —- War be- 
tween the United States and Austria- 
Hungary seems today to be virtually 
certain, following the break in diplomat- 
iz relations. President Wilson, however, 
is believed to have no intention of forc- 
ing it by asking Congress to declare that 
a state of war exists, unless some overt 
act shall be committed. The seizure of 
several Austrian ships in American ports 
may be interpreted as an act of war 
by Austria, it is believed. 

The intentions of Bulgaria and Turkey 
are not known, but officials generally 
9 they also will break relations 
* tuallx. 


Arrangements for the departure of 
Austrian embassy officials are being 
made A the State Department by 
Swedish Minister Ekengren, who will 
take ove Austrian interests here. Early 
official word is expected concerning 
plans for withdrawal of the American 
embassy staff from Vienna. 

A statement given out by the State 
Department discloses that 10 days ago 
Austria notifien the United States a 
diplomatic break would occur if the 
United States shoul® enter war with 
Germany. 

14 Austrian Ships Seized. 

Fourteen Austrian ‘merchant vessels 
in American ports were taken over by 
the Government coincident with the an- 
nouncement that Austria had broken 
diplomatic relations. 

Telegrams to the collectors of cus- 
toms at the ports concerned were sent 
personally by Secretary McAdoo late 
Sunday night instructing that the crews 
aboard the vessels be removed and that 
customs guards be placed in their stand. 

In a formal announcement of the Gov- 
ernment’s action Secretary McAdoo 
made it clear that the Government had 
not confiscated the vessels, but had 
acted for the purpose of protecting them 
from further injury.“ From this state- 
ment it was inferred that the ships 
were damaged by their crews. 

The vessels seized were all at Atlantic 
or Gulf ports, as follows: At New York 
—Dora, Himalaia, Ida and Martha 
Washington; at Boston—Erny; at Phil- 
adelphia—Franconia; at Newport News 
—Budapest; at Pensacola—Lucia: at 
Tampa—Borneo; at New Orleans—Anna, 
Clara and Teresa; at Houston—Cam. 
pania and Morowitz.

STEPS TAKEN 10 


GIVE FULL NAVAL 


TO ENTENTE 


Question Is Subject of Long Con- 
ference Between President 
and Daniels. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—Naval co- 
operation with the entente al- 
lies was the subject of a long confer- 
ence late yesterday between President 
Wilson and Scretary Daniels. It became 
known afterwards that the Government 
already is taking steps to assure the 
fullest measure of co-operative opera 
tion. 

The part to be played by American 
warships was noi reveaied and Secretary 
Daniels declined to say what action al- 
ready had been taken toward joint ac- 
tivities. It was indicated, however, that 
the conference dealt with carrying out 
fully the President's statement to Con- 
gress that every utility 2f the nation 
would de employed to bring about the 
most efectivé co-operation. } 

Problem of Supplies Considered. | 

One element of the plans undoubtedly 
deals with the question of supplies for 
the entente Governments, Officials of 
the eBthlehem Steel Corporation and 
other steel and ordnance companies were 
in conference with Secretary Daniels 
during the day in this regard. An agree- 
ment for the apportionment of the facil- 
ities of the plants between the Ameri- 
can army and navy orders and the fur- 
nishing of war supplies to the entente 
nations was reported under the previous 
arrangement for the purchase of all 
Government steel at a fixed price far 
below the regular market rate. 

Administration officials are determined 
to employ every means in their power, 
not inconsistent with the urgent re- 
quirements of this Government for mili- 
tary and naval stores, to keep the flow 
of munitions as well as of food stuffs 
to Europe going at an increased rate. 

Daniels was also able to outline to the 
President the steps that have been taken 
to establish a submarine-tight coast 
patrol in the shortest possible time. Ad- 
miral Benson, chief of operations, and 
Capt. H. B. Wilson, chief of the Atlantic 
patrol service, are working out plans 
which will eventually furnish very com- 
plete protection for the approaches to 
American harbors. Part of the patrol 
fleet is already in operation. Numerous 
private yachts have been donated to the 
Government and are being armed and 
equipped for war; others have been pur- 
chased and a large number of smaller 
power boats have been taken over. The 
crews are now being assembled. 

Later when the new coast patrol boats 


recently ordered are delivered, it will be 
possible to again extend the scope of the 
patrol, insuring merchant craft the most 
thorough protection possible as they ar- 
rive in or depart from American ports. 

The Navy Department has been show- 
ered with requests from coast towns and 
citfes for the stationing of war craft in 
these localities to protect from possible 
raiding attacks. There is no intention of 
breaking up the navy’s strength in that 


way. The patrol and scout system, hows 


ever, will soon be sufficient to insure 
swift mobilization of fighting units at 
any threatened points, should raiders of 
any character approach. 


U-BOAT SAILOR CARRIED 
AMERICAN FLAG FROM GHIP 


Rolled It Into Wad and Threw It Into 
a Boat Before Blowing Up 
the IIIInois. 

NEW YORK, April 10.— The subma- 
rine that sank us was fully 260 feet long 
and carried a 4-inch gun,” said Capt. 
L. P. Borman of the Ocean Steamship 
Co.’s vessel City of Memphis,- who ar- 
rived from England yesterday on the 
American liner St. Louis. The City of 
Memphis was sunk by gunfire, March 18, 
40 miles west of Fastnet. 

„We were given plenty of time to get 
in the boats,“ he said. ‘‘When we were 
well away the submarine stood off 
about half a mile and put about 25 shells 
into the City of Memphis along the 
water line. She sank in about an hour” 

The crew of the Texas Oil Co. steam- 
er Illinois also was sunk on March IS. 
Capt. Iverson and 33 members of his 
crew were aboard the St. Louis. 

„The submarine demanded that we 
send a boat with the ship’s papers,’’ 
said Capt. Iverson. This was done, and 
several of the submarine’s crew, carry- 
ing bombs, came aboard. They ran- 
sacked the ship. But first one of them 
went astern, pulled down the American 
flag, rammed it into a wad and threw 
it into the bottom of the boat along- 
side. They placed 14 bombs in various 
parts of the Illinois. The after part 
remained out of water. She was sunk 
the next day by a British patrol. 


AMERICANIZING OF ARMOUR’S 
PLANT TO BE FINISHED TODAY 


Last 110 Alien Employes in East St. 
Louis Will Apply for Nat- 
uralization Papers. 

The task of Americanizing the plant 
of Armour & Co., at the National 
Stockyards in East St. Louis, will be 
completed tonight, when 110 aliens 
employed there will apply for natur- 
alization papers in the East St. Louis 
City Court. When they are issued 
there will be no foreign-born persons 
employed at the plant who have not 
received either first or second papers. 

Robert E. Conway, general man- 
ager, conceived that plan as the best 
for making his men loyal. The com- 
pany is paying all the fees that ac- 
company the applications. A large 
majority of the applicants are Aus- 
trians. 

None of the three big packing 
plants, Swift, Armour and Morris, 
permit employes to take bundles into 
the plants and Swift's have even 
searched lunch baskets in some in- 
stances.

PETROGRAD, April 10.—The provi- 
sional Government has issued a long 
proclamation directing the attention tc 
the grave danger of a German effort 
to deliver a decisive blow at Russia and 
tue necessity of immediately concen- 
trating all of Russia's forces for the 
defeat of the enemy. 

“The provisional Government,” says 
the proclamation, feels that it has no 
right to hide the truth. The state is in 
danger and it is necessary to employ all 
our powers to save it. The old 
regime left Russia in a sadly organized 
condition, especially in the matter of 
finance, food supply, transport and mu- 
nitlons.“ 

The proclamation reads: 

“Having examined the military situa- 
tion the Russian Government in the 
name of duty and country has decided 
to tell the people directly and openly 
the whole truth. 

Whole Organization Weak. 

“The regime which now has been 
overthrown left the defense of the 
country in a badly disorganized condi- 
tion. By its culpable inaction and its 
inept measures it introduced disorgani- 
zation into our finances, into provision- 
ing and the transport and supply of 
munitions to the army. It weakened 
the whole of our economic organiza- 


- tion. 


“The provisional Government with the 
active co-operation of the whole nation 
will devote all its energeties to repair 
the serious consequences of the old 
regime.

“The antagonism between America 
and Japan arose over China, but Wash- 
ington proved craftier than Tokio and 
forced China to break with Germany, 
by which action Japan, like Esau, was 
cheated of its rights as the first born. 
President Wilson realized the import- 
ance of Chinese and Japanese questions 
better than any of his predecessors, 
and adopted a strong policy in support. 
of the prestige of the United States, a 
policy which also became anti-German. 

Not Regarded as Pro-British, 

It would be wrong to attribute this 
policy to pro-Britishism. During the 
war President Wilson pursued an Amer- 
ican policy above all, to which is as- 
cribable America’s huge development 
in the production of armaments. Every 
child knows that no one in Germany 
ever thought of the possibility of a Ger- 
man-American war. President Wilson 
himself hardly seriously contemplated 
a German danger, but did contemplate 
a Japanese danger. This is also fully 
understood in Tokio.“ 

The article says that on the surface 
nothing is more natural than that 
America should equip a giant army 
and fleet. It continues: They are not 
for use, however, in this war, during 
which they practically will not fire a 
shot, but for use after war, against 
Japan. Thus our enemies play with 
their own allies the game of ‘the bit- 
er bit,’ with Japan acting in the lead- 
ing part.“

Councillor Dr, Beukenberg of Dortmund 
answers the first question in the nega- 
tive. 

“Our early reluctance to use our 
submarines, ne said, was due to the 
most far-reaching deference to Amer- 
ica, with whom we were on friendlv 
terms and, above all, enjoyed important 
commercial relations. America never 
attempted to help us inour distress, 
caused by Engiand’s starvation block- 
ade, Our yielding to America's de- 
mands was not caused by fear of her 
military resources, but with a view to 
avoid difficulties in rebuilding our for- 
eign trade after the war. 

“President Wilson’s biased judgment 
of the German peace proposals showed 
that America does not want German 
victory, and prefers to aid British aims 
in the dismemoerment of Germany and 
Austria-Hungary. We were thus com- 
belled to resume unrestricted submarine 
warfare in order to force a victorious 
conclusion to the war. Considerations 
of the future developments of our trade 
must wait while danger exists of our 
losing the fruits of victory.“

Governor Decides to Give Place 
to His Private Secretary, 
Noah W. Simpson. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 10.—It has 
been learned here that Gov. Gardner 
has decided. to appoint his private 
secretary, Noah W. Simpson, a law 
yea of La Belle, to succeed Dr. H. B. 
Shaw as one of the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Missouri Public Service 
Commission. Dr. Shaw is the only 
member of the commission with a 
technical knowledge of the engineer- 
ing problems which confront the com- 
mission in every case of importance 
which comes before it. 

If the Governor also should appoint a 
lawyer to succeed John Kennish, a Re- 
publican member, whose term will ex- 
pire April 15, the date of the expira- 
tion of Dr. Shaw’s term, all of the 
members of the commission will be law- 
vers. : 
Original Membership. 

When the commission was created in 
1913 Gov. Major appointed a commission 
consisting of three lawyers,; one rail- 
road man and Dr. Shaw, who for many 
years had been dean of the school of 
engineering of the State University. 

The\larger problems which go before 

mission are the rate cases of 

service corporations of the larg- 
| ties, such as the Union Electric, 
United Railways, Bell Telephone com- 
panies. In reach of these cases there 
are intricate engineering problems pre- 
sented, and the decision of the commis- 
sion frequently rests on the solution of 
the problems. 

So far there has been no indication 
from the Governor as to whom he in- 
tends to appoint to succeed Kennish, 
who has said he would not accept re- 
appointment. The Governor, however, 
has shown a disposition to preserve the 
bi-partisan character of the commission, 
and it is expected that he will choose 
a Republican. The other Republican 
member is D. E. Blair of Joplin. 

The intention of the Governor to name 
Simpson is not a surprise. It has been 
predicted generally since Simpson was 
made the Governor’s secretary that he 
would have his choice of appointments 
as soon as the Legislature should ad- 
journ. The salary of a Public Service 
Commissioner is $5500 a year, $500 more 
than the Governor receives, and the 
highest salary paid by the State. 

Handled Land Bank Bill. 

Simpson served as a member of the 
Legislature one term from Lewis 
County, in 1915. In the Legislature he 
handled the Gardner land bank bill, the 
measure on which the Governor made 
his campaign for nomination. In the 
last election Simpson was a candidate 
for Circuit Judge, but was defeated. 

His services as private secretary to 
the Governor consisted largely of being 
political adviser to the Governor, and 
handling the tactical campaign of get- 
ting the Gardner bills through the Leg- 
islature. In this he was very suc- 
cessful. 

Unless the Governor selects a man 
from St. Louis or Kansas City to suc- 
ceed Kennish, there will be no member 
of the commission from the larger cities, 
where the big problems of the commiis- 
sion originate, and there will be no 
member who has had wide experience in 
dealing with big corporate affairs. 

William G. Busby, the chairman, is 
from Carrollton, which has a population 
of 3452. Edwin J. Bean is from De Soto, 
a town of 4721 inhabitants. D. E. Blair 
is from Joplin, the largest city repre- 
sented on the commission, which has a 
population of 32,073. Simpson's town, La 
Belle, has a population of 1017.

Resurrection of Old Prussia to 
New Development, Says 
the Vorwaerts. 


*

BERLIN, April 9.—The import of the 
Kaiser's message on electoral reform 
is particularly apparent in the rejoicings 
of the Socialists. The Vorwaerts head- 


lines it, “Solemn Proclamation of Elec- 
toral Reform,“ and covers the first 
page, in heavy type, with the Kaiser’s 
words, saying editorially, under the cap- 
tion, “Prussia’ s Resurrection: 

“Internal freedom in Prussia—that is 
a goal for which for more than a hun- 
dred years the best heads and best 
forces of the nation have worked. Res- 
urrection day of the third war year— 
will it go down in history as the day of 
the resurrection of old Prussia to a new 
development? 

“It has brought us a promise, to be 
sure; not the resurrection itself, but a 
promise which is more hopeful and cer- 
tain than all former announcements to- 
gether. This proclamation can never be 
annulled and lapse into dusty archives, 

Three factors guarantee this—the sol- 
emn earnestness of the pledge, the cir- 
cumstances of the times, and, above all, 
the inner spirit that speaks from it. The 
monarch himself champions the new ori- 
entation in Prussia, and let us bear in 
mind that the Minister President char- 
acterized the new orientation as a ne- 
cessity of life for the German nation. 

Old Spirit Abandoned. 

And lastly, the spirit! We stand here 

face to face with an abandonment of 
that dangerous fallacy called the old 
Prussian spirit, which heretofore has 
hemmed in our internal development. 
This message is against the spirit of 
bureaucratic reactionary arterioscle- 
rosis. It does not follaw the bad tradi- 
tion which shunted our train of state 
into a false sidetrack and into a danger 
whose greatness we only now fully rec- 
ognize. 
“This message promises us a thor- 
ough reform of the Pressian three- 
class electoral system in addition to 
reform of the Prussian Upper House. 
In the coming new organization the 
Government is only one factor, an- 
other is Parliament, the third and de- 
cisive factor is the people. 

“Our task now is to mobilize all 
the political forces of the nation for 
the most energetic execution of the 
reform possible.

The 
German nation stands behind him and 
his Field Marshal and behind none 
other.“ 

Ripe for Self-Government. 

George Bernhardt in the Vossische 
oe says: “The King of Prussia 

„ has proclaimed that the 
times are finally and forever gone in 
which one could be of the opinion 
that the Prussian people was not yet 
ripe to participate in its own gov- 
ernment to the same extent as the 
Bavarians, Wurttemburgers and Bad- 
eners. The King’s word is clear and 
unequivocal. 

“The King’s message constitutes a 
state act of the Pruslan crown. Si- 
multaneously, to, it is a message of the 
German Kaiser. Not without reason, it 
is expressly directed to Bethmann-Holl- 
weg as Imperial Chancellor, and not 
only as Prussian Minister President.” 

The Kaiser has started on the road 
to a new Prussia,“ says the Taeg- 
lisches Rundschau. »The Kaiser's 
Easter message is one of the most im- 
portant and in its consequences far- 
reaching documents in Prusslan and 
German history. * * * The class elec- 
toral system is a thing of the past; 
the secret and direct ballot for Prussia’ 
has been born.“ 

The Vorwaerts is the only paper to 
refer directly to Aemrica, save for the 
brief references of the Tageblatt, al- 
ready published. 

Without being in the least menaced 
by us, without the slightest necessity,” 
the Socialist organ says, the peaceable

“I did not arrest Grand Duke Di- 
mitri Pavlovitch, said Minister Ker- 
ensky, “because he hatched the plot 
against Rasputin. If I did not arrest

would have killed him in tnree days. 

“As for the prisoners in Tsarskoe- 
Selo, I have visited them and I can 
tell vou that the soldiers. guarding 
them have promised to obey no order 
but mine. Moreover, the commanding 
officer is a friend of mine in whom I 
have complete confidence.“

The realities of war are visualized 
for St. Louisans in many ways by the 
French War Exhibit, shown in connec- 
tion with the relief bazar at Moolah 
Temple, Lindell boulevard and Vande- 
venter avenue. The exhibit and bazar 


opened last night under the dual direc- 
tion of the French Government and the 
War Relief Society of St. Louis. and 
will continue through the week, 

In bright contrast with the war fea- 
tures of this big show are the sdfter 
allurments of the bazar, ranging from 
gaily decorated booths to the brilliantly 
lighted ball room, which are all the 
more to be appreciated after one has 
been through the real trenches outside. 

Real Trenches Are Shown. 

These trenches are an exact replica 

of the type of underground burrow in 
which the soldiers of the tri-color are 
fighting and dying somewhere in 
France.“ They have been dug in a lot 
west of Moolah Temple under the direc- 
tion of Frenchmen who have seen serv- 
ice at the front. The only variation 
from strict realism is that the St. Louis 
trench-farer has a plank walk for foor - 
ing where the “poilu’’ must flounder 
through an ooze of mud. 
Descending into the trench by an east 
gradient of wooden steps, the observe 
finds himself between walls of solid 
earth six feet high and four feet apart. 
Military regulations are strictly followea 
in the lighting of the trenches—only an 
occasional latern at the turns—but 
darkness is no handicap where-it is im- 
possible to stray from the straight and 
narrow path. 

In the Trenches. 
Throughout the length of the trench 
the dirt taken from it is piled high at 
the top on the right hand, or “enemy” 
side, as an additional protection. After 
following a zig-zag course for probably 
75 yards you come to the first revet- 
ment. Here the dirt instead of being 
piled loose has been packed tightly in 
wheat sacks which are used to form a 
barricade 10 feet thick and 20 feet wide. 
Here the men actually on firing duty 
are stationed. 

At intervals there are portholes for 
them to shoot through. These are Ccase- 
ments of wood, easily made by remov- 
ing the top and bottom of a packing 
vox. The remaining framework of the 
box is set in the wall of earth-filled 
wheat bags just as a mason sets a win- 
dow frame in a building. 

A little further on the trench widens 
out to 12 feet and here, with a step 
down into a tunnel about 20 feet long 
you come to where the hottest of the 
trench fighting is done—the machine gun 
post. Here there is an extra-heavy re- 
vetment of sacks extending over the 
heavily timbered roof of the tunnel. On 
top of this in turn is piled a great mass 
of brush and foliage to conceal the ma- 
chine gun position from the enemy. 


Room in Solid Earth. 

In this machine gun tunnel the first 
glimpse of a creature comfort is seen. 
There are rough wooden benches for 
the use of the men in the periods of 
relief rom service at the gun. 

Leaving the tunnel and stepping into 
the narrow trench again there is a sharp 
turn to the left. Here there is a long 
line of portholes for the riflemen. Then 
you step into an underground room and 
receive your first impression to how 
the trench soldier lives. It is a room 
about 20 feet square carved in the solid 
earth. 

This is the bunk rpom. It has the ex- 
tra protection of a timbered roof with 
revetment covering. Bysthere is little 
else to recommend it as an inviting 
place to sleep. The beds are long box- 
like bunks built along the damp earth 
wall. The men pile into these “sleep- 
ing troughs’’ with their clothing on at 
the end of the fighting day. 


Kitchen Also Under Ground. 

A door cut through the earth from the 
bunkroom opens into the mess room and 
kitchen. The messroom’s only furniture 
is a long board table, flanked with 
benches. Here, from tin cups and dishes, 
the fighting men take their meals. The 
kitchen is a smaller room with a meat- 
cutting table a few pots and pans. 

Not all of the cooking for the units in 
the trenches is done here, as much of 
the food is prepare&é on the soup 
wagons’ back o: the line and transport- 
ed to the trenches at night. Boy Scouts 
are the guides for visitors to the 
trenches, and to make the illusion 
stronger, men in French uniforms are 
scattered through the trenches. 

On the grounds outside the building 
and in the basement of Moolah Temple 
are interesting war exhibits. These are 
guns actually brought from the bat- 
tlefield. Among them are French 75 
millimeter guns and captured German 
field pieces, ammunition of all sorts, 
including giant shells, aeroplanes, gu 
bomfbs, mortar bombs and similar en- 
gines of destruction. The aeroplane in 
which Pegoud, the great French aviator, 
lest his life, is one of the features of the 
exhibit.

very miscellaneous nature, a vertical 
filling system offers many advantages. 
It may consist of merely one drawer, 
perhaps 10 inches high by 12, or it may 
be deeper or larger. 

“The cabinet is divided into sections 
by means of large cards bearing the 
general headings required, such as 
‘Family Clothing,’ ‘Music, ‘Family 
Books,’ Children's Occupations,’ ‘Bills,’ 
School Helps,’ etc. Between these cards 
of division are kept series of folders of 
stiff maniia paper. One edge of the 
open felder projects one-fourth of an 
inch abcve the other, thus leaving room 
for the subheading. 

In these folders are placed clippings, 
lists, pictures—anything, in fact, that Is 
not bulky. In 2 words, this cabinet 
does not direct to data, as a small card 
cabinet would * * but it holds the 
documents themselves—a much simpler 
method. In looking for a paper, glance 
at the general card heading, then select 
the proper folder, which may be lifted 
out and the contents scanned for the de- 
sired memoranda or list or whatever it 
may be. 

“One housekeeper has worked out an 
elaborate system, using large manila 
envolopes. She heads one series ‘Meats,’ 
‘Groceries,’ ‘Repairs,’ ‘Heat and Light, 
etc., under the general topic of ‘House- 
hole Accounts." The topic ‘Library’ has 
lists, brief summaries of books read, 
list of books desired, books to buy as 
gifts, books lent, etc. ‘Family Sizes’ 
(shoes, gloves, etc.) is another import- 
ant topic, although one which changes 
rapidly when the children are growing. 
The envelope labeled ‘House Hints’ is 
always filled to overflowing with clip- 
pings from current magazines, and ‘The 
Garden’ envelope contains clippings, ad- 
dresses, and even packets of seeds. 
Memoranda are jotted down in regular 
order across the face of the envelope. 
The system is not so businesslike as the 
vertical file, but it requires no wooden 
drawer, as a series of cardboard filing 
boxes hold the envelopes nicely.” 

Still another device is offered from 
the experience of another housewife, 
which is also helpful, for it hits the 
needs of a variety of conditions. An- 
nother woman has derived a great 
amount of pleasure and profit from her 
large series of scrapbooks. ‘They are 
all of the ‘Mark Twain’ gummed scrap- 
book style, as this is so time-saving. 
One book holds the summaries of house- 
hold finances for the past 20 years. 
* Another preserves the children’s 
kodak pictures, locks of baby’s hair, etc. 
* * Another, a few choice letters, 
congratulatory notes, theater programs, 
the children’s sayings, descriptions of 
The book is a sort of 
diary with original documents. Other 
books preserve games and puzzles.“ 

Still another system of filing, and one 
that may appeal strongly to many wom- 
en, because it is so easily made and 
taken care of, and takes up space on 
doors not so often utilized, is one used 
by a practical Western housewife. On 
her pantry door she has tacked up a 
set of bags; two pices of strong paper 
are divided into compartments by strips 
of cotton cloth, tacked to form the 
sized pockets desired. Into these she 
puts her bills, clippings,.and any arti- 
cle she may wish quickly to consult in 
her kitchen. On the door of her living 
room closet, she has a set of pockets 
made by stitching together any strong 
cloth, cretonne denim, or khaki, at the 
edges, and double stitching the pockets. 
She then cuts a slip for an opening, and 
binds it with tape. Into this she puts 
any clippings or notes she wishes to 
use in that part of the house. On her 
bedroom doors she has similar bags, 
Into which she puts her bed linen, un- 
derwear and towels. 

These devices are especially conven- 
ient for those living in smal! apartments 
or single rooms, where every’ inch of 
space counts.

BLASCO STARS DALY 
NANT BOOZE PLAY 


“The Very Minute’ Shows 
Drink’s Effect on the Vic- 
tim and the Innocent. 


By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 10.—Can it be that 
David Belasco has detected the possi- 
bilities of the growing prohibition senti- 
ment and of Billy Synday’s local anti- 
booze campaign? The surmise is justi- 
fied by his choice of The Very Minute,’ 
by John Meehan, which he produced 
last night at the Belasco Theater, and in 
which he introduced Arnold Daly, the 
newest addition to his list of stars. 

This alliance of Belasco and Daly— 
the latter, in a witty speech, referred 
to himself as the Buster Brown of the 
Theater —was sufficient to bring out 4 
distinguished audience. They were sure 
ot the quality of the acting in store for 
them, for Mr. Daly, when the mana- 
gerial brake governs his eccentricities, 
is one of the most able actors on the 
native stage. They must have been sur- 
prised, however, to find this interpreter 
of G. B. Shaw in a character which 
swung wide of any other in which he 
haa appeared. 

For the character of Francis Cram- 
ner, in “The Very Minute,” is one to 
lead the heaviest advance of the most 
drastic prohibitionist. The play is in 
effect aimed against the drink habit. 
One recalls no play which so closely 
sticks to its text, and which so vigor- 
ously belabors the imp of the bottle, 
since the appearance of the late Charles 
Warner in the world-famous “Drink.” 
Meehan is a new author, and there are 
passages in the play which betray the 
fact. Nevertheless the picture of drunk- 
enness and its deplorable consequences 
its destructive influences upon the will 
of the victim and the bitter penalties it 
imposes upon the innocent—strikes 
home. * 

Cathleen Nesbitt, Forest Robinson, 
Marie Wainwright, William Morris and 
John W. Cope were some of the other 
capable players in what can be more 
nearly classified as subjective drama 
than any other which Mr. Belasco has 
produced. 


Louis Mann's War Plarlet Heads At- 
tractive Columbia iii. 

Louis Mann, ir a fanciful war playlet, 
which was very well received, headed 
an unusually pleasing bill at the Colum- 
bia Theater yesterday. 

The playlet, by Clara Lipman (Mrs. 
Man) and Samuel Shipman, gives Mann 
the role of Richard Strauss, the com- 
poser, on war duty as valet to a Ger- 
man General, in a shed near the firing 
line. Edmond Rostand, the poet, on 
duty as orderly to a French officer, ap- 
pears with a message for the General, 
and greets Strauss as an old friend and 
collaborator. At first they quarrel over 
the hostile tenets of their countries, 
but their spats grow briefer as their 
art finds more in common, and they are 
soon on a plane of brotherhood that 
recognizes no national boundary. A 
ranting General and an incredibly benign 
German Commander in Chief, with sev- 
eral soldiers, fill up the cast. 

With the other actors, in both German 
and French uniforms, speaking ordinary 
English, there is no reason why Strauss 
should be represented as speaking Ger- 
man dialect—except that Mann and his 
dialect are inseparable on the stage. 
Some of the pro-French speeches, con- 

. sidering that this country is now an 
ally of France, were in the nature of 
“flag stuff,” and were heartily ap- 
plauded.
